ene S Committee Plans 
Study of Aerial Defense 


A subcommittee of the House Military 
Affairs Committee will begin next week 
another inquiry into the strength of the 
Air Corps and the adequacy of aerial 
defense. 

Ranking officers of the Army Air Corps 
and of the War Department General Staff 
will be called before the group and asked 
in both open and executive sessions as 
to the adequacy of the Air Corps and the 
place of military aviation in warfare, it 
is announced. Described as an “educa 
tional program” for the committee rather 
than an investigation, the study is ex 
pected to lead to consideration of legis 
lation for an increase in the aircraft 
strength of the Army. 

Representative Dow Harter, D. of 
Ohio, chairman of the standing subcom 
mittee on aviation which will make the 
study, outlined its purpose as follows: 

“With conditions throughout the World 
as they are, the Military Affairs Com 
mittee feels that it should be informed 
as to the state of our defenses. It there 
fore directed my subcommittee to call 
before it officers from the Chief of Staff's 
Office and from the Air Corps to give us 
information as to the progress of the 
Air Corps procurement program, the use 
of aircraft as an element of National 
Defense in conjunction with the other 
arms of the Service, to what aircraft has 
been doing in China and Spain and to de 
termine whether our planes are the equal 
of those of other nations and generally 
to inform us as to the present state of 
aviation.” 

Asked if the Military Committee’s en 
deavor to find out the condition of our 
defenses, other subcommittees would 
look into the other branches of the Army, 
Representative Harter said 
thought had been given to any

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Pay Hearings ati 
Senator Sheppard, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee, this week 
introduced legislation to increase the pay 
of enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard by from 
approximately 25 to 35 per cent. 


All grades, including men on the retired 


list and “personnel in an equivalent 
status”—presumably transferred reserv- 
ists—would benefit by the bill. Uniform 


rates would be provided by the bill for 
all of the Services, except that the acting 
chief petty officer rating in the Navy and 
Marine Corps would be continued. At 
present the pay of certain grades in the 
Army and Marine Corps is lower than 
that in comparably grades in the Navy 
and Coast Guard. A cash clothing allow- 
ance, not now authorized for the latter 
two services, would be provided. 


Senator Sheppard said that hearings 
will be started on this bill before his com- 
mittee as soon as the sponsors of the 
measure—the Regular Veterans’ Asso 
ciation—are ready. He has asked Senator 
Walsh, chairman of the Naval Commit- 
tee, and Senator Copeland, chairman of 
the Commerce Committee (which handles 
Coast Guard matters) to hold hearings 
on the bill after his committee concludes. 
toth of the latter expressed interest in 
the bill and agreed to cooperate fully. 


Longevity pay would be allowed by the 
bill, amounting to ten per cent of the 
base pay of their grade or rating for the 
first four years of service and an addi- 
tional five per cent for each four year’s 
service thereafter, the total not to exceed 
25 per cent. In lieu of the existing extra 
pay for flying or submarine duty, a flat 
sum of $50 a month would be allowed in 
peace-time for such duty. 

Rates of pay provided are listed in the 
text of the bill (S. 3505) published below. 
The measure is identical with HR 8782,

General Palichig Ill, 
Nation Deeply Moved

Tucson, Ariz, Since Washington's 
birthday, General Pershing has been mak 
ing a soldier's fight for recovery at the 
desert sanatorium nestling at the foot of 
the Catalina Mountains. He suffered an 
acute heart attack on Tuesday, was taken 
to the sanatorium immediately, and since 
has been under the watchful care and ex 
pert treatment of Lt. Col. Shelley V. 
Marietta, MC, and Dr. Roland Davison. 
superintendent of the hospital. His con- 
dition became such on Thursday after- 
noon that the two physicians deemed it 
advisable to arrange for a consultation 
with Dr. Verne Mason, an eminent heart 
specialist of Los Angeles. Dr. Mason ar- 
rived Thursday night, and with Lt. Col. 
Marietta and Dr. Davison made a thor- 
ough examination of the distinguished 
patient. 

The serious condition of the General 
has certain favorable symptons, for ex- 
ample, a satisfactory blood pressure and 
a comparatively strong pulse. Upon 
these symptons are based the bopes for 
his ultimate recovery, but the doctors are 
agreed it will be some time before he will 
be able to resume his norma! activities. 

With the General are his sister, Miss 
Mae Pershing, his son, Warren, and his 
nephew Frank. Their presence has added 
to his comfort. It was helpful to him 
also that through the action of General 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff, and Maj. 
Gen. Charles R. Reynolds, Surgeon Gen- 
eral, Lt. Col. Marietta, who had treated 
him at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
was brought here from San Antonio by 
plane. Colonel Marietta has joined with 
Dr. Davison in giving him every possible 
medical aid. 

As was to have been expected of the 
General, he has been uniformly cheerful, 
and is taking his illness on the chin as a 
man of his soldierly qualities would. 

Because General Pershing has pever 
been an invalid, the first news of his ill 
ness made the country apprehensive, and 
especially aroused the concern of Secre 
tary Woodring and General Craig. After 
his return from France where he directed 
the dedication of the beautiful War Me 
morials to the Dead of his Expeditionary 
Forces, the General spent a few days in 
New York, and then went to Washington 
He was in excellent spirits while at the 
Capital, and his health was such that he 
enjoyed the work requiring his attention, 
and the few social affairs in which he 
participated. Among those affairs was 
the Annual Dinner of the Gridiron Club, 
at which his son, Warren, also was prvs 
ent. The Dinner was especially not: ble 
because when appropriately presented to 
the guests as the First American whom 
the Club delighted to honor, the entire 
assemblage spontaneously rose to Its feet 
and expressed by its vigorous applause 
the deep seated veneration in which it 
held the man whose whole life was spent 
in adding luster to his country 

From Washington the General went to 
Lineoln, Neb., stopping off day in 
Chicago, which he spent with his intimate 
friend, General Charles G. Dawes, his

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Newspaper Editors Discuss Exchange of Naval Building Notes 


The exchange of notes between Japan and the United States relative to the 
size of the capital ships which the Japanese are building, has been the subject of much 
editorial comment in the daily papers of Americu., As a consequence of the Japanese 
reluctance to in any way cooperate with the United States in the exchange of hereto- 
tore public information, the Navy Department has ceased to publish the Ships Con- 
struction Data, a bulletin containing the approximate status of American Naval 
construction, formerly published on the first of each month. Below are quoted edi- 
torials appearing in daily papers anent the Japanese attitude. 


The Cedar Rapids, lowa, Gazette, says, “Our own advice to the Japanese 
vovernment, to be taken or left for whatever it is worth, would be to let the whole 
matter drop. Thinking up polite replies to the American and British requests 
concerning Japanese naval strength will Just involve wear and tear on the diplomats 
to no useful purpose, The requests were silly in the first place, 


“They were silly because any answer the Japanese might make would leave the 
Americans and British just about where they were before the requests were made. 
This takes for granted, of course, that if the Japanese are building 43,000 ton 
battleships they won't admit it. Admitting it would amount to inviting the United 
States and Great Britain to start building 43,000 ton ships, too, and thus would offset 
any advantage Japan might hope to obtain by building such vessels.” 


“Japan must assume full responsibility if it refuses to answer, reply to the 
allirmative, or quibbles. Daily the world situation is growing more serious. It will 
be foolish for America to ignore this situation, and the indicated response of Congress 
and the country to the President's request for Naval increases and Army 
strengthening clearly demonstrates that the nation is keenly alive to the exigencies. 

“Self preservation is the chief concern of nations as well as of individuals.” That 
is the comment of the Oakland, Calif, Tribune, 


“If Japan believed that France, Great Britain and the United States would do 
anything more aggressive than write notes,” says the Mobile, Ala., Register, “it is 
possible that Tokio would take a different attitude toward naval limitation. But 
the Japanese, and with good reason, feel that they are fairly safe in treating the 
three western powers with something like contempt, Thus far, Japan’s machinations 
in the Kast have not been at all seriously challenged by the note-writers, That being 
so, the Japanese will proceed with whatever naval plans they have in mind. It may 
be that the Japanese, like the Germans and the Italians, are simply getting themselves 
out on a limb. If so, it is a remarkably long limb.”

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General Pershing Stricken 
(Continued from First Page) 
sabordinate in the AEF, and former Vice 
president. He stayed a few days at the 
of his sister, Miss May Pershing, 
and then left for Tucson, He gave a 
charming dinner on Christmas Eve, hav- 
ing as his guests several Army Officers 
and their wives and other friends. He 
nt the Yuletide quietly with his sister, 
receiving friends who called, and taking 
an occasional horseback ride. 

Always interested in the country’s wel- 
fare, he followed with his usual atten- 
tion the various measures which Wash- 
ington was proposing to lift us out of the 
depression, and he evinced particular con- 
ern at the developments in our foreign 
relations, and in the proposals made to so 
strengthen our National Defense that 
American peace would be preserved. It 
was finally decided that the horseback 
rides tired him, and he abandoned them, 
and, thereafter, he took his exercise in 
the form of strolls around the grounds of 
the El Conquistadore Hotel, where he was 
stopping, and occasional motor trips. 

Early in February, General Dawes, and 
Major General James G. Harbord, visited 
him, and nearly every night those com- 
rades of World War Days chatted over 
the affairs of the Nation and the Army. 
On the evening of February 13, the Gen- 
eral indicated he was not feeling quite so 
well, but as he had suffered similar per- 
jods during the past few years he believed 
as did those with him, that with his tre- 
mendous vitality he would quickly snap 
back to his usual health. However, Doc- 
tor Roland Davison, formerly of the 
Army Medical Corps, and now practic- 
ing in Tucson, decided he should go to 
bed, believing that through the enforced 
rest the General’s heart would be sub- 
jected to less strain and his general con- 
dition improved. The rest apparently did 
have that effect; after a week the Gen- 
eral was able to sit up for a short time. 
Then on Washington’s birthday, after a 
fitful night, he suffered an attack which 
caused Doctor Davison to order him to a 
Hospital, and because the Doctor is Su- 
perintendent of the Desert Sanatorium, 
where he could see that his patient re- 
ceived the best possible treatment and 
care, he had him conveyed there instead 
of to the Veterans Hospital in Tucson. 

Colonel Marietta arrived by plane the 
night of the twenty-second, and entered 
into consultation with Doctor Davison. 
His presence was fortunate, not only be- 
cause he had treated General Pershing at 
Walter Reed Hospital but also because of 
the effect upon the latter of the appear- 
ance of an officer who was familiar with 
his ailment and who was his personal 
friend. On the morning of the twenty- 
third, the General seemed much improved, 
and the alarm felt began to subside. 

The General had a restless night Wed- 
nesday, but Thursday morning was able 
to make a riposte to a humorous sugges- 
tion made by his son. His condition be- 
came alarming Thursday afternoon and 
there were fears for his life as the night 
passed. However he seemed improved 
Friday morning, and was able to greet 
Miss Pershing and Warren. Asked if he 
knew Sergeant Schaffer he replied: “Ser- 
geant Schaffer, of course,” slightly smiled. 
During the morning General Breese ar- 
tived from San Antonio in accordance 
with Washington instructions and im- 
mediately paid his respects to Miss 
Pershing and Warren. Representing the 
Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff, 
he offered everything the Army has in aid 
of the great soldier whose rugged heart 
is insistently beating in spite of the ter- 
tific strain its damaged muscles have suf- 
fered. 

At the hospital with him are his sister, 
who has been his devoted companion, 
his son Warren, who flew by plane from 
Florida, and his nephew, Mr. Frank 
Pershing who served in the AUF besides 
Some life-long friends, and Sergeant 
Crawford Schaeffer, who has been at- 
tached to him since the war. 

The affection and esteem in which the 
General is universally held were ex- 
Pressed in telegrams and letters received 
from all parts of the United States and 
from England and France. Officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, Clergymen, 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish, Miss

Ships vs. Aircraft 

Rear Adm. Arthur B. Cook, chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, told the House 
Naval Committee yesterday that “air- 
planes have not supplanted ships, they 
have added tremendously to the power 
and efficiency of the Fleet as a whole.” 

The offensive mission of the naval air 
force is not to attempt to sink enemy bat- 
tleships but to so seriously injure them 
that the American Fleet will have a 
marked superiority, Admiral Cook said. 
A policy of attempting to sink battleships 
from the air would require a “terrific, un- 
economical and very probably unsuccess- 
ful concentration in force on only a few 
battleships,” he added. 

The 950 new planes contemplated 
under the bill would cost $106,000,000 he 
said. He would not discuss in open ses- 
sion the distribution of the new planes, 
but said that they would be divided among 
ship borne, patrol, training, and fleet ma- 
rine forces. Additional naval shore facili- 
ties will be required under the plane in- 
crease, he asserted, and revealed that the 
Navy wants to establish a tactical school 
similar to the Army Air Corps Tactical 
School. 

Representative Vinson announced that 
he will offer an amendment to the bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to 
appoint a board of five officers to study 
needs for submarine, destroyer, and naval 
air bases, 

With reference to published reports 
that the Navy has suppressed secret tests 
showing great vulnerability of battleships 
to air attacks, Admiral Cook said he 
knew of no such tests and quoted Ad- 
miral Leahy as saying that no tests of 
this kind have been held in the past five 
years. Representative Maas declared he 
has checked the report with the Army 
and learned that they have tested only 
the possibility of hitting battleships and 
not the extent of their vulnerability. 

Questioned as to the relative power of 
aircraft and battleships the aeronautics 
chief said that it would require 450 
planes to equal the fire power of one 
battleship. To match the fire power of 
15 battleships would require 6,750 planes, 
he stated and replacing battleships every 
26 years and aircraft every eight years 
the battleships would cost about $1,000,- 
000,000 and the aircraft about seven 
times this much. 

Admiral Cook declared that the great 
need of the Navy at present is for more 
patrol planes and aircraft tenders. The 
first two years of the contemplated pro-

gram, he proposed, should be devoted to 
remedying this shortage. In response to 
a question he said that the United States 
could soon lose if it had not already lost, 
its lead in aviation due to the amount of 
money that foreign nations had been de- 
voting to research in the past few years. 

Tests are being conducted with an 
autogiro equipped with pontoons for use 
as seaplanes based on aircraft carriers, 
he revealed. 

Chairman Vinson announced that he 
has asked Glenn L. Martin to appear be- 
fore the committee Monday. 





New Generals Appointed 

The President yesterday sent to the 
Senate, nominations for three temporary 
brigadier generals. These were in addi- 
tion to the nine general officers nomina- 
tions announced Feb. 23. The latest ap- 
pointments are: 

Col. Roger Brooke, MC, USA, com- 
manding Letterman General Hospital, 
and Lt. Col. Leigh Cole Fairbank, DC, 
USA, to be assistants to the Surgeon 
General with rank of brigadier general. 
They are in accordance with the new law 
giving the Suregon General four general 
officer assistants. 

Col. Arnold N. Krogstad, AC, USA, 
commanding Kelly Field, Tex. to be a 
wing commander, GHQ Air Force, with 
rank of brigadier general, succeeding Col. 
Gerald C. Brandt, relieved. 


President Talks on Defense 

President Roosevelt declared yesterday 
that there is no friction between the 
Army and the Navy, and the two services 
are working together in closer coopera- 
tion than ever before. 

The President stated at his press con- 
ference that while he had at one time 
favored a department of national defense 
he now believes in maintaining the War 
and Navy Department as separate estab- 
lishments. He abandoned the former idea, 
he said, because the present system works 
satisfactorily. 

President Roosevelt said that he be- 
lieves battleships are required for the de- 
fense of the nation. Asked for his views 
on the vulnerability of battleships to air 
attack, he pointed to his recent naval 
recommendations to Congress. He then 
cited the advent of other types which 
were in the past hailed by some as doom- 
ing battleships and recalled that an anti- 
dote had been found for the new develop- 
ments in each case. 

Stating that while he recognizes the 
airplane as a component part of the fight- 
ing forces he believes the antidote to of- 
fensive planes has been found in the form 
of anti-aircraft guns and _ defensive 
planes. Elaborating on this comment, 
the President said that when he was a 
boy, the torpedo boat was developed and 
it was contended by some that it made 
battleships obsolete. Destroyers were de- 
veloped, however, he said, which were 
capable of dealing with the torpedo boats, 
Next came the submarine and it was 
argued that it would eliminate the battle- 
ship. However, an antidote to the sub- 
marine was found, he went on. As each 
new weapon is developed, he said, a 
means of combatting it is found, with no 
one weapon becoming supreme. While 
some things have occurred to decrease the 
efficiency of battleships, there have been 
other inventions which increase its ef- 
fectiveness, he stated, 

Asked as to reports of alleged secret 
battleship versus airplane tests, he said, 
he had been seeing such tests since 1913 
and that his answer is in his recent naval 
recommendations.

Reserve Officers Meet 


The observance of National Defense 
Week, Feb. 12 to Feb, 22, was called the 
greatest in the history of the country by 
Reserve Officer Association officials this 
week, 

Radio addresses by Secretary of War 
Harry Woodring, General Malin Craig, 
USA, Chief of Staff, Senator Richard B. 
Russell, of Georgia, and Gov. Harry 
Moore, of New Jersey, were features of 
the observance of National Defense 
Week, 

The executive council of the Reserve 
Officers Association, sponsor of National 
Defense Week, met in Washington on 
Feb. 17-18-19, to hear committee chairmen 
report the Association at an all time peak 
in membership and efficiency. 

The meeting of the executive council 
got under-way at the Army and Navy 
Club on Thursday, Feb. 17, with ad- 
dresses by council members and congres- 
sional leaders on Reserve affairs, 

Brig. Gen. Edwin 8. Hartshorn, Inf., 
USA, Executive Officer for Reserve 
Affairs of the Office of the Chief of Staff, 
attended every meeting of the council and 
answered questions as to the War De- 
partment’s attitude on various pertinent 
questions. 

Following Thursday's sessions, the 
council on Friday morning went to the 
Capitol to lay its case before congres- 
sional leaders. 

On Friday night, the annual banquet 
was held at the Mayflower hotel, attended 
by 260 guests, Represented at the ban- 
quet were Reserve Officer Association 
chapters in 48 states, Puerto Rico and the 
District of Columbia. 

Delegates to the council meeting em- 
phasized that never before has so much 
interest been centered in Reserve affairs 
all over the country. They cited the trend 
toward more inactive duty training, as 
a supplement to the inadequate active 
duty training, as being one of the surest 
indications of Reserve interest. 

The membership committee reported an 
enrollment of 34,004 members, the highest 
in the history of the organization. 

For the first time, Junior members from 
undergraduate ROTC schools in every 
corps area were present, 

The council voted to continue the pres- 
ent legislative program, including a drive 
to obtain funds for the training of 30,000 
reserve officers a year, as recommended 
by the Chief of Staff, rather than the 
25,000 allowed by the budget. 

The council also emphasized the neces- 
sity of obtaining 8,000 ROTC graduates 
a year as compared to the present 6,700 
graduated. 

The council asked that the funds for 
carrying out the provisions of the Thom- 
ason act be returned to provide for the 
training of 1,000 officers instead of the 
present 550. 

At the banquet, Former Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Charles Burton Robbins 
was toastmaster. Speakers’ included 
Assistant Secretary of War Johnson, Gen- 
eral Malin Craig, Senators Shepherd and 
Copeland and Representatives May and 
Snyder. 

About 65 congressmen and 15 senators 
attended the banquet. 

The council also asked for funds to 
train 30,000 CMTC enrollees, and deplored 
the reduction to 14,500 now in prospect. 
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Army Officers Increase 


Increase of the officer strength of the 
Army from 12,474 to 14,659 was approved 
by the Mouse Military Affairs Committee, 
Feb. 23, after adoption of an amendment 
to the May bill to permit the commission- 
ing of additional Thomason Act officers. 

Yarly action will be sought on the officer 
increase bill and on the enlisted reserve 
bill reported last week. Representative 
May, chairman of the committee, stated 
that he would go before the House Rules 
Committee within the next few days to 
ask for special rules to bring the two 
measures before the House. The military 
committee also decided to send represen- 
tatives to appear before the House sub- 
committee on military appropriations to 
determine on the status of the War De- 
partment’s program and the intentions 
of the sub-committee as to increasing or 
decreasing the budget estimates on 
various matters, particularly with refer- 
ence to the Thomason Act training. 


“T want to see that the President's pro- 
gram is carried out,’’ Representative May 
stated, “And I hope we can speed up these 
personnel increases, The present is a good 
time to build up our defenses. 

The amendment offered by Representa- 
tive Thomason, D. of Tex., and written 
into the officer increase bill, will permit 
the commissioning each year of ten per 
cent of the Reserve officers trained under 
the provisions of the Thomason Act. The 
present law permits 50 officers to be given 
commissions in the Regular Army. Under 
the amendment, a maximum of 100 and a 
minimum of 50 could be appointed. 

Representative Snyder, D, of Pa. chair- 
man of the House subcommittee on mili- 
tary appropriations, said this week that 
the War Department appropriation bill 
will be reported to the House between 
March 10 and 15. Hearings on the mea- 
sure are about complete although a few 
additional witnesses will be heard. A

The text of the officer increase bill as 
amended, follows: 

A bill to provide for a commissioned 
strength of fourteen thousand six hundred 
and fifty-nine for the Regular Army. 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
authorized commissioned strength of the 
Regular Army, including the sixty-seven gen- 
eral officers of the line as now authorized by 
law, shall be fourteen thousand six hundred 
and fifty-nine officers, of which number one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-three 
shall be assigned to the nonpromotion-list 
branches in numbers proportionate to the 
numbers now fixed by law for such branches, 
and twelve thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-nine to the promotion-list branches in 
numbers proportionate to the numbers now 
designated by the President for such branches 
pursuant to law, except that the proportional 
increases as computed under this Act for the 
Medical Administrative Corps and Veterinary 
Corps shall be assigned to the Dental Corps 
and that the Air Corps shall be increased so 
as to provide within the total of fourteen 
thousand six hundred and fifty-nine, an 
authorized commissioned strength of two 
thousand and ninety-two: Provided, That the 
President may increase or diminish the num- 
ber of officers assigned to any branch by not 
more than a total of 30 per centum: Provided 
further, That the additional officers author- 
ized by this Act shall be appointed in the 
lowest commissioned grade now provided by 
law for the respective branches in which ap- 
pointments are to be made. And provided 
further, That this Act shall not affect the Act 
approved August 30, 1935 (49 Stat. 1028), ex- 
cept that the total number of Reserve officers 
to be appointed annually under authority of 
that Act, in the combatant arms, Chemical 
Warfare Service and the Air Corps in the 
grade of second lieutenant, Regular Army, 
shall be ten per centum of the total number 
authorized to be trained annually under Ap- 
propriation Acts in pursuance of the Act of 
August 30, 1935, and in no event less than 
fifty, and that any officers added to the Army 
under existing authorizations shall be within 
the total authorized commissioned strength 
of fourteen thousand six hundred and fifty- 
nine herein provided, 


Air Corps Weather School 


The second class of the Air Corps 
Weather School located at Patterson 
Field, Fairfield, Ohio, reported for duty 
Feb. 1. Twenty-six students from sta- 
tions located in all parts of the United 
States congregated to take advantage of 
this training. In the functioning of the 
Air Corps, accurate and efficient weather 
service has become of increasing impor- 
tance. Especially has this become appa- 
rent with the advent of modern long 
range aircraft of large size and high land- 
ing speeds. 

The first class of the new school com- 
pleted its work on Jan, 28, Of the original 
group of 25 students, all but five, who 
were relieved for various reasons, com- 
pleted the course. Of the graduates, Ser- 
geant Ernest J. Fawbush of Barksdale 
Field, Louisiana, finished with the high- 
est scholastic record. He was closely fol- 
lowed by Sergeant Henry A. Mooney of 
Ft. Bliss, Texas. The averages were com- 
puted from the grades received in four 
subjects: Mathematics, Meteorology, 
Physics, and Weather Forecasting. Mem- 
bers of the first class have already re- 
ceived orders covering their assignments 
to important Air Corps centers where 
they will assume duties as weather fore- 
casters of the Army.

Houghton, Commanding Officer of Patter- 
son Field, and Commandant of the 
Weather School, Capt. Don R. McNeal, 
Signal Corps is in direct charge of classes 
and instruction. He is assisted by Staff 
Sergeant Bernheisel, Sergeant Hubbard, 
Corporal Laurin, Private 1st Class Yat- 
tean, and Private 1st Class Franz.

State Taxes 

Pending revision of AR 210-65, June 29, 
1929, paragraph 77f of these regulations 
has been changed as follows: 

f. State taxes. Generally, the exacting 
from the Federal Government of a Staie tax 
imposed on purchaser even if delivery takes 
place within the State, as distinguished from 
delivery on a reservation exclusively under 
Federal jurisdiction, is iWegal, as infringing 
the right of the Uniied States to exemption 
of its property and instrumentalities from all 
State taxation. (See 1 Comp. Gen. 220.) A 
post exchange is not legally liable for local or 
municipal taxes or licenses on the sale of 
commodities for the exclusive use of persons 
in the military service, as such exchange is 
an instrumentality of the Government of the 
United States. (Ops. J. A. G., November 21, 
1899.) Any question as to whether any State 
or other local taxes are payable by the Gov- 
ernment, or an agency or instrumentality 
thereof, will be referred to the corps area 
commander, or in the case of an exempted 
station to the War Department, for decision. 
In no event will a ruling by the State or local 
authorities that such a tax is payable be acted 
upon without such a reference.

The new 
naval program for one thousand addi- 
tional planes has caused some members 
to raise the question of the balance be 
tween the air services of the Army and 
Navy. 

As the Navy presumably will need 
only four hundred more airplanes for 
the 20 per cent larger fleet, Military Com 
mittee members want to know whether 
or not the additional 600 naval planes 
will be used to perform services that the 
Army Air Corps considers it should do, 
that is, is it contemplated that the new 
Navy planes will not operate with the

it is contended that Army and not Naval 
aviation should be built up and used for 
this purpose.

Enlisted Men to Pensacola 

Sixty enlisted men were designated this 
week by the Navy Department for flight 
training at Pensacola. ‘These men will 
form a class that will begin training on 
Feb, 28, 1938, and are the members of 
four such groups that will be assembled. 

On Sept. 4, 1937, the Navy Department 
estimated that a total of about 300 men 
would be trained this year, depending 
upon attrition. 

The other three classes will be assem- 
bled in March, April and May. 

The call for enlisted pilots was sent out 
on Aug. 31, 1937, when the Bureau of 
Navigation published a circular letter 
citing qualifications necessary for train- 
ing and asked for volunteers. 

The Navy Department said this week 
that the class to be ordered to Pensacola 
in March were almost selected, but that 
enlisted applications were still being ac- 
cepted for the classes to be convened in 
April and May. 

To qualify, enlisted men must not be 
over 30 years of age by July 1, 1938, and 
must be physically qualified and tempera- 
mentally adapted for aviation training, 
involving actual control of and flying in 
aircraft. 

Men of aviation ratings and radiomen 
are desired in nomination for this train- 
ing. Electricians mates and seamen, 
first class, who have been attached to 
aviation units for a period of at least six 
months and who are especially recom- 
mended by their commanding officers, who 
are capable of passing the examination 
for radioman, third class, or third class 
aviation ratings, or electricians mates, 
third class, are also desired in nomination 
for this training. 

All men ordered to Pensacola must have 
at least four years’ obligated service re- 
maining. 

Upon completion of the course, enlisted 
men will be designated as Naval Aviation 
Pilots in their respective ratings.

THE HOUSE MILITARY AFFAIRS Committee, in the inquiry it is to conduct 
to inform itself of the progress made in training and equipping the Army Air Corps 
and its readiness to perform its part in the National Defense, will discover that con- 
siderable advance has been quietly made since the last preceding investigation of 
aerial defense. Congressional approval of the estimates for the War Department for 
1939 will mean that the final steps can be taken to procure the plane strength recom- 
mended by both the Drum Board and the Baker Board. Organization within its self 
and the part it plays in the whole Army team has been infinitely strengthened under 
the leadership of Secretary Woodring and General Craig. Training has made strides 
in pace with remarkable technical advances. With the changing completion of de- 
fense needs since the Baker and Drum boards, the feverish construction in other 
nations, the Military Committee may well approve of the progress made by our per- 
sonnel and consider the advisability of augmenting Army equipment in the air and on 
the ground. The equipment with which the first shock of war is met must be in 
existence before the emergency is upon us. Airplanes must be in the hangars on 
Army posts, semi-automatic rifles must be available to troops, tanks, combat cars, 
anti-aircraft guns and directors, anti-tank guns, artillery on modern, high speed 
mounts, all must be present in sufficient quantity to supply the contingents who must 
absorb the first shock while the nation mobilizes and trains. If the investigation the 
committee is to conduct can bring out these facts and lead to action in Congress that 
will give impetus to the carrying forward of an ample rearmament program, it will 
have performed an act of genuine support to the security of the nation against attack. 


IN THE MIDST of its hearings on the measure authorizing a modern powerful 
fleet at sea, the House Naval Affairs Committee has had brought forcibly to its at- 
tention the fact that the departmental organization administering to and backing this 
new fleet might well, itself, be brought up-to-date. Rear Admiral William G. DuBose, 
chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, told the Affairs Committee that for 
many years he had been “strongly of the opinion” that some reorganization of the 
Navy Department is desirable. The Chief Constructor of the Navy pointed out that 
the present organization depends on the cooperation of several bureaus and “unques- 
tionably results in some delays and inconveniences.” On the other hand, he said the 
“multiplicity of bureaus” might have some advantages in bringing out a variety of 
opinions and thus better final results. During the past five years there have been con- 
siderable delays in the completion of ships and at least some of the snags have been 
attributed to the century old organization under which the Navy Department is 
operating. Suggesting the creation of a “Chief of Material” who would have charge of 
the work now divided among five or six bureaus, Admiral DuBose said that in his 
opinion, such a move would result in increased efficiency and speed. Answering ques- 
tions from members of the committee, the Admiral recalled the effort of Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer a quarter of a century ago to set up the “aide system.” He declared 
that the establishment of the office of Chief of Naval Operations was designed to re- 
place the Aide for Operations, although f difference of opinion has existed since 1916 
as to whether that official was merely an aide to the Secretary or a sort of Chief of 
Staff of the Navy. Many officers today believe, he added, that “reestablishment” of a 
Chief of Material to perform the work that was proposed for the Aide for Material in 
the attempt of Secretary Meyer, subsequently held illegal and abandoned, would re- 
move most of the difficulties of the Navy system. While expounding these views, 
Admiral DuBose said he thought it would be undesirable to undertake a reorganiza- 
tion of the Department now “in the face of contemplated building program.” The 
opinions of Admiral DuBose are entitled to much weight and the Naval Committee, 
as soon as the building program and the personnel question are disposed of, should 
give careful consideration to this most important problem. In building a modern and 
well-equipped Fleet, it is essential all facilities of naval defense keep pace and that 
the Navy Department be keyed to modern day conditions.

Navy Personnel Legislation—Representative Vinson, chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, said this week that he would attempt to report the billion dollar 
naval expansion bill without any testimony from the Navy Department on the section 
increasing the Line officer strength by some 1,700 officers. 

Section 8 of the bill to add 46 combatant and 22 epuxiliary ships to the Fleet, 
authorizes increasing the Line officer strength of the Navy from 6,530 to 8,249 to pro- 
vide the officers for the enlarged Fleet. To date, during the four weeks of hearings on 
the measure there has been no testimony as to this section, and Rear Adm. Arthur B. 
Cook, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, is due to wind up the sessions today. 

“I will testify as to this section,” Chairman Vinson told the Akmy aNnp Navy 
JouRNAL, “We'll only need a sentence or two testimony on it.” 

In passing over the personnel section, Mr. Vinson is expected to have the support 
of the leaders of the selection reform bloc on the committee, for they are staunch sup- 
porters of the bill and have been fighting the efforts of the “little Navy” group to de- 
feat the measure by filibuster tactics. Should Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, or his aides be called to defend the personnel section, the 
hearings would undoubtedly be extended for several days while the need for the ad- 
ditional officers is explored, a subject which might open up the whole selection question 
and the allied personnel matters, it is contended. 

The tactics may not be successful, however, for strong sentiment may develop 
in the committee against passing over such an important phase of the bill. Chairman 
Vinson is expected to argue that full hearings on the officer increase will be had when 
his committee takes up the personnel problem, promised for directly after the ship 
bill passes the House. An identical section is contained in Vinson’s selection bill. 
Should the move be successful in committee, it is likely that it will be accepted by the 
House, although, undoubtedly, the action would be sharply attacked on the floor. 

There are rumors that an attempt will be made on the floor to amend the section 
and add a rider suspending operation of the selection system for a year, such as has 
been put forward in connection with the naval appropriation bills. While such a move 
—dintended as stimulus to reform of the selection system—would be germane to the 
bill, and would not therefore be subject to a point of order, it would probably have the 
opposition of some members who would not want to delay the building program but 
who otherwise would favor it. 

An attempt will be made in the Naval Committee to amend Section 8 of the bill to 
increase the officer strength of the Marine Corps in the same proportion as is proposed 
for the Line of the Navy. 


Army General Officers Appointed—Announcement on Feb. 23 of the appointment of 
two major generals and four brigadier generals of the line and three chiefs of branches 
with temporary rank of major general, marked a carrying forward of the policy evident 
in the last few years of selecting younger officers to fill the Army’s higher posts. Fight 
of the nine new generals are in their fifties ; the other turned sixty last June and thus 
still has three and a half years to remain on the active list as a major general. 

live of the nine appointees entered the Army through the United States Military 
Academy ; two, Brig. Gen. Frank W. Rowell and Col. Joseph M. Cummins, were com- 
missioned from civil life; and the other two, Col. Karl Truesdell and Col. Emory 
Sherwood Adams, served as enlisted men before winning their commissions. All but 
one appointee is carried on the General Staff Corps Eligible List and all but two are 
graduates of the Army War College. Of the two selected to be major generals, Brig. 
Gen, James A. Woodruff saw his early service in the Corps of Engineers and General 
Howell in the Infantry. Two of the four brigadier generals selected are Infantrymen, 
Colonel Cummins and Colonel Truesdell, Col. Richard C. Moore is an Engineer, and 
Col. fulton Q. CO. Gardner is a Coast Artilleryman, 

As to their position on the list, General Woodruff is number 12 on the list of 
brigadier generals and General Rowell is number 16. Both are younger than any of 
the brigadier generals senior to them. All of the new brigadier generals were picked 
from colonels senior to the last selection. The last selection was Brig. Gen. Jay L. 
Kenedict, who was number 333 on the list of promotion list colonels. The positions of 
those selected this week were: Colonel Cummins, 272; Colonel Moore, 278; Colonel 
Truesdell, 817; and Colonel Gardner, 330. 

The three new branch chiefs all have more than the necessary time left on the 
active list to serve out four year tours. Both Colonel Danford and Colonel Herr served 
their careers in the arms they are to head. Colonel Adams served in the Infantry and 
the Quartermaster Corps before transferring to the Adjutant General’s Department 
in 1922. All three of the new branch chiefs were selected from positions well down 
the list of colonels of their branches. Colonel Danford was number 37 on the list of 93 
colonels of field artillery; Colonel Herr was number 45 of the 81 Cavalry colonels ; and 
Colonel Adams was number 16 of the 29 colonels in the Adjutant General’s Department. 


Naval Bureau of Aeronautics—The Navy Department announced this week that 
Capt. A. B. Read, USN, assistant chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics,'and Capt. J. H. 
Towers, USN, commander of the Saratoga, will exchange posts in June. 

Capt. Towers has held an air pilots license longer than any other man in the 
Navy. He was one of the first three Naval officers to be assigned to aviation in 1911, 
and received instruction under Glenn Curtiss. This is Capt. Tower’s second tour of 
duty as assistant chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, he having been in Washington 
in that post in 1920. He was born in Rome, Ga., Jan. 30, 1885 and was graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1906. 


Admiral Woodward’s Interview—Publication in the daily press last week of what 
purported to be an interview with Rear Adm. Clark H. Woodward, Commandant of 
the 8rd Naval District, in which the Admiral forcefully denounced the “gangster dic- 
tators” and “swaggering bandit nations, of Burope and Asia,” brought a reaction of 
unfavorable publicity, and criticism on the floor of Congress. 

At the Navy Department this week it was asserted that the interview was not, as 
might be supposed from reading the daily paper accounts, an actual interview, but 
was a collection of excerpts from various speeches the Admiral has made within the 
past year or so. Admiral Woodward, it was said, was asked for permission to use his 
speeches in this manner and agreed. In using such excerpts in interview style, the 
writer picked out the most sensational phrases without supporting contents. 

In the interview, Admiral Woodward was quoted as saying that a nation’s diplo- 
mats are only as powerful as the armed force that backs them up. According to ad- 











vices, when Secretary of State Cordell Hull read the article he immediately Phoneq 
Secretary of the Navy Swanson to find out what the Navy was doing about its 
Admirals who made such statements, particularly in light of the State Department's 
backing of the Naval expansion program. However, explanations were soon forth. 
coming and apparently the troubled waters have been smoothed. 


General McCoy to Culebra—Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, U.S.A., commanding the 
Second Corps Area, sailed on Thursday aboard the 8. S. “Coamo” to observe the 
joint Army-Navy fleet landing exercise now under way in the Puerto Rico-Culebra 
area, with 500 First Division soldiers from Fort Hamilton, Brooklyn; 1,200 Marines 
from Quantico, Va., and Naval vessels participating. 

While in Puerto Rico, General McCoy will conduct the Corps Area Commander's 
annual tactical inspection of Army troops of the Second Corps Area stationed there, 
General McCoy is accompanied by his aide de camp, Capt. William 8. Biddle, Cay.. He 
will said for New York March 10, arriving there March 14. 


Chemical Warfare—The service is intensely interested in the reports carried jp 
daily papers that Russia has declared her intention of using poison gas in the event 
that she should become engaged in another war. This is the first time, it is said, that 
any nation has come out bluntly and made such a statement. 

Concerning advances made in Chemical Warfare since the World War, it is said, 
that there had not been so much development as there had been refinement of methods 
and procedure used during the last great conflict. 

Citing the fact that gas-masks have progressively improved with the introduction 
of new factors in poisonous gas warfare, the chemical officers pointed to England asa 
nation that was fast becoming impervious to gas attack. Estimating that it will only 
take Britain one more year to manufacture enough gas-masks to outfit every man, 
woman and child in the British Isles, officers in this country said that it was impera- 
tive that civilian populations be educated away from panic at the thought of gas at- 
tack, and into realizing that competent gas-masks and safety devices can and will 
protect them. 

Acknowledging that the United States has no immediate need for fear of gas 
attack, opinion is however strong that the civilian population should be educated as to 
the means of combatting gas attack. At least, it is said, pamphlets should be prepared 
giving full instructions as to the use of gas-masks. 

As far as can be determined, no gas has been used in China or Spain, although the 
Italians used it effectively in Ethiopia. 

The Italians also used a liquid, acid-like substance in Ethiopia, spreading it on 
the ground to hamper the bare-footed natives. This was not as effective as it might 
have been however, due to the fact that the liquid had to be transported through the 
high mountain passes and the high freezing point made it necessary to dilute the liquid 
thereby rendering it less potent. 

An English observer of the warfare in Ethiopia reported that one of the most 
serious injuries caused by this liquid was the death of the mules used by the natives. 
The mules ate foliage sprayed with the liquid and the consequent death of the mules 
set the Ethiopians afoot. 

Maintaining that no nation that has adequate and modern gas defenses need fear 
gas attack, Chemical Warfare officers principal task since the World War has been 
in creating defenses against gas attack. 


Wins Institute Prize—The U. S. Naval Institute announced today that its sixtieth 
annual prize essay contest had been won by Lt. Comdr. Melvin F. Talbot (SC), USN, 
with an essay entitled “The Battleship—Her Evolution and Her Present Place in the 
Scheme of Naval War.” Lieutenant Commander Talbot is already a medalist anda 
life member of the Naval Institute, having won the contest in 1935. Today he was 
awarded a cash prize of $300, a gold bar, and the commuted value of a life membership. 

The Naval Institute was founded by a few naval officers in 1873 and offers an- 
nually a prize for the best essay on any subject pertaining to the naval profession and 
the contest is open to anyone anywhere. 


Foreign Affairs—The dictator nations of the world this week laid a few more pieces 
in the mosaic they are fashioning for their peoples’ future. Chancellor Hitler's 
heralded address moved his nation a little further forward on the path he has laid. The 
right of self-determination for the Germans in Austria and Czechoslovakia merely ex 
presses the determination of nazism to control central Europe. The policy to enlarge 
the Army, the use of force to break the status quo, and the demand for the returm 
of her colonies were quite to be expected. Meanwhile, British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden’s stand against too close an association with dictators came to a crisis 
and the Empire apprehensive over the Spanish and Mediterranean situation elects 
to negotiate with Mussolini rather than attempt to curb him. Thus, the policy of 
the dictators—that their ends can be gained by a show of force—again appears to 
be successful. Incidently, the fall of Anthony Eden appears to be mourned behind 
some of our State Department doors, where England’s flight to Rome is far from 
comforting. Chancellor Schuschnigg’s declaration of Austria’s future independence 
will not, it is evident, slow up the Nazi program to any great extent. 


General Parsons to Command Third Corps Area—The War Department this week 
issued orders assigning Maj. Gen. James K. Parsons to the command of the Third 
Corps Area with headquarters at Baltimore. General Parsons is at present in com 
mand of the 2nd Division with headquarters at Fort Sam Houston, Texas. He will 
succeed Maj. Gen. Albert J. Bowley, who has been transferred from Baltimore to the 
command of the 9th Corps Area with headquarters at the Presidio of San Francisco. 


Chemical Warfare Naval Courses—The Navy Department announced this week the 
availability of three courses at the Chemical Warfare School at Edgewood Arsenal, 
Md., to Navy officers. 

The Bureau of Navigation letter follows: 

“There are now available to Naval Officers three courses of instruction per ye@t 
in Chemical Warfare at Edgewood Arsenal, Edgewood, Md. The duration of eat) 
full course is four weeks. The Navy Spring Course generally starts on the 
Sunday in May. The course for 1988 will start May Sth and end June 4th, 1938. Th 
Navy Fall Course usually starts on the second Sunday in September. The Navy 
quota for each of these two classes is forty officers. The third course available # 
the Field Officers course, usually starting the first week of July. The Navy quot 
for this course is nine officers. 

“As far as practicable student officers for the Field Officers Course will be of 
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above the rank of lieutenant commander except that officers below that rank will 
be accepted from the group of junior Naval Constructors who finish post-graduate 
courses in naval construction about June of each year. 

“The general policy is to assign, so far as practicable, lieutenant commanders 
and lieutenants of the line and the staff corps to the Spring and Fall courses giving 
the preference in the Spring to officers under prospective detail to sea duty as heads 
of departments and assistant heads of departments, and preference in the Fall to 
officers who have just come ashore after completing such assignments.” 


Far Eastern Military Situation—During the past week increased activity has become 
evident of the Japanese forces operating in Shansi Province. Three separate advances 
have been made to the south: the western advance, starting from the vicinity of 
Taiyuan, has reached the town of Fenyang; the center advance, operating along the 
railroad from ‘l'aiyuan to Chaotsun, has reached the town of Keishu; the eastern 
advance has reached the point about 40 miles south of the town of Liaohsien. 

In Hopei Province the Japanese forces have made a determined push to the south 
and now occupy the north bank of the Yellow River from Ruhsien as far west as 
Tsinghwachen, which is over 40 miles west of Sinsiang on the Pinghan Railroad. 

No further advances have been noted in Shantung Province. The Japanese are 
still reported just north of Tenghsien on the Tsinpu Railroad Line. Tenghsien is north 
of the Chinese defenses prepared for the protection of the Lunghai Railroad Line. 

Following the relief of General Matsui, who was in command of the Japanese 
forces operating from Shanghai and Nanking, the new commanding General Hata 
made a limited advance along the Tsinpu Railroad Line toward the important city 
ot Soochow. ‘This advance has reached a point just south of the town of Kuchen. No 
further activity has been reported from this area. 


Army Demonstration of New Telephone and Teletype Systems— Utilizing two recent 
developments in electrical communication—Telephone Conference Service and Tele- 
typewriter Conference Service—the United States Army on Feb. 24 and 25 demon 
strated its ability to communicate instantaneously between its Washington Head- 
quarters and its various units in different parts of the country. The Chief Signal 
Utticer, Maj. Gen. Joseph O. Mauborgne, conferred directly with the Signal Officers 
in each of the nine Corps Area Headquarters. General Mauborgne has arranged for 
the demonstrations in cooperation with the American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany and its associate companies. 

The tirst test, employing ordinary teletypewriter exchange facilities, was made 
Feb, 24 at 2:30 P. M., Eastern Standard Time, following an address by General Mau- 
borgne, Chief Signal Officer, to members of the Army Industrial College gathered at 
the Munitions Building in Washington. At that time a teletypewriter was intercon- 
nected with similar machines at Army Procurement District Offices in Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia. Over this hook-up the orders were typed simultaneously to 
the three offices with each oflicer making an appropriate report in reply. Following 
this exchange of messages, the Procurement Offices at Pittsburgh, Detroit and Chicago 
were added to the circuit, making a seven-point hook-up for the interchange of 
messages. 

The next test, which began at 3:00 P.M. Eastern Standard Time, Feb, 25, consisted 
of a long distance telephone conference call over circuits normally employed for com- 
mercial telephone service. The hook-up interconnected General Mauborgne in his office 
in Washington with the Signal Officers of the nine Corps Areas in their respective 
Headquarters at New York, Atlanta, Chicago, Boston, Baltimore, Columbus, Omaha, 
San Antonio and San Francicso. 

The Chief of Staff of the Army, General Malin Craig, and officers of the War 
Department General Staff witnessed the demonstration in Washington. At each of 
the nine Corps Area Headquarters the Commanding General and members of his 
General Staff witnessed the demonstration. 


Bombing of Formosa—Speculation is now rife as to whether or not the bombing of 
Yormosa by Chinese planes will cause the Japanese air ministry to recall a number 
of the pursuit ships that are now operating on the China front. 

The Japanese people, it was pointed out, are liable to demand that the government 
assure them protection against future raids. 

The bombing of Formosa has demonstrated the possibility of Chinese planes 
striking at Japan proper, and the inflammability of Japan’s chief cities is no doubt 
causing Japan’s civilian population a great deal of concern. Although Formosa is 
relatively far from Japan, the effect of the bombing this week on the morale of Japan 
will be watched with great interest. 

There has also been speculation as to whether or not the planes involved in the 
attack were Russian built. Some observers stated that in their opinion it was highly 
possible that the planes were not only Russian, but were manned by Russian personnel. 

In considering this angle, the proximity of Vladivostock to Tokio and other 
Japanese key cities creates an uncomfortable situation for the Japanese military 
to face. 

In our own country air advocates feel that developments in China and in Spain, 
where civilian populations were bombed from the air in indiscriminate fashion, will 
doubtless bring about a complicated situation in the United States in the event this 
country were involved in a war. ‘They believe that every city in the United States will 
demand that the War Department station pursuit groups at-the local airports for 
defense against air attack. Such a split-up of the flying strength of the Army, air 
protagonists assert, would be fraught with peril, and would necessitate a complete 
revision of tactical plans. 

During the World War, England kept a number of planes at London as a pro- 
tection against air-raids, and some observers since have contended that these planes 
would have been of much more value at the front. 


Army Air Officers Study Navy—After two weeks of intensive instruction, twenty 
selected Air Corps officers completed a special course in Naval Operations on January 
2Ist at the Air Corps Tactical School and were presented Certificates of Graduation 
by Brigidier General H. ©. Pratt, the Commandant. This Special Course was 
inaugurated principally to give officers of the GHQ Air Force a more up-to-date 
knowledge of Naval Operations and what to expect in the case of joint operations. 
The course of study covered about twice the amount of ground as will be covered in 
the regular Naval Operations Course which is given to the regular students of the Air 


Corps Taetical School. 
Lieut. Commander Miles R. Browning, USN, was the Chief Instructor and is the 


hrst Naval officer to be regularly detailed to the Tactical School as an instructor. His 
handling of the course with its many controversial features was exceptional, and the 
entire class showed great appreciation of his efforts. Col. Herbert A. Dargue, Assistant 
Commandant, and Maj. Frederick von H. Kimble assisted Commander Browning in 
various phases of the instruction. 

It is not known whether another similar course will be conducted during the 
next school year, and undoubtedly this will depend largely upon the desires of the 
GiiQ Air Force for the training of more officers in this subject. 

The graduates of the course were: Colonels Lewis H. Brereton and Walter G. 
Kilner ; Lieut. Colonels Harvey 8. Burwell, Earl L. Naiden, Carl W. Connell Francis 
M. Brady; Majors Samuel M. Connell, Phillips Melville, Claude E. Duncan, Howard 
K. Ramey, James P. Hodges, and Paul H. Prentiss; Captains Francis B. Valentine, 
Kenneth N. Walker, Charles H. Caldwell, Neil B. Harding; Ist Lieuts. John A. 
Samford, Ronald RK. Walker, Draper F. Henry and Paul G. Miller. Colonel Brereton 
is on duty as instructor at the Command and General Staff School, while the remainder 


of the officers are all on duty with the GHQ Air Force. 
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On March 8, the Coast Guard will 
open bids on two 110 ft. harbor tugs. 
Yoast Guard officials are extremely in- 
terested in the bids that will be submitted 
for these two boats, because of the recent 
developments in the shipbuilding indus- 
try. 

The tugs will be steel hulled, with 
diesel-electric drive, and so designed as 
to be capable of ice-breaking work as 
well as routine Coast Guard assistance 
work. 


Coast Guard Legislation 


A bill, HR 9556, has been introduced, 
providing for the incorporation of the 
“United States Power Squadrons” under 
the laws of the District of Columbia, and 
also providing for the lending of both 
personnel and material of the Treasury, 
Navy, and Commerce Departments to the 
group. 

The “United States Power Squadrons” 
is now incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Massachusetts, but the proposed 
legislation would change the’ place of in- 
corporation to the District of Columbia. 

The organization is one of civilian 
yachting enthusiasts. 

The bill reads in part, “The purpose 
of this corporate body shall be to estab- 
lish a high standard of skill in the 





History of Militarism 


“The History of Militarism,” by Dr. 
Alfred Vagts. 510 pages. Jilustrated. 
Published by W. W. Norton & Company, 
Inc., New York. Price $4.75. 


Under the subtitle “Romance and Re- 
ality of a Profession,” Dr. Vagts mar- 
shalls his collected facts to show how the 
military have exceeded the military way 
and become militaristic in their encroach- 
ment on civilian life in Europe. To this 
procedure he attributes the developments 
which are today keeping the continent in 
turmoil. 


The author carefully distinguishes be- 
tween the military and the militaristic. 
He says: 


“Every war is fought, every army is 
maintained in a military way and in a 
militaristic way. The distinction is funda- 
mental and fateful. The military way is 
marked by a primary concentration of 
men and materials on winning specific ob- 
jectives of power with the utmost effi- 
ciency, that is, with the least expenditure 
of blood and treasure. It is limited in 
scope, confined to one function, and scien- 
tific in its essential qualities. Militarism, 
on the other hand, presents a vast array 
of customs, interests, prestige, actions 
and thought associated with armies and 
wars and yet transcending true military 
purposes. Indeed, militarism is so consti- 
tuted that it may hamper and defeat the 
purposes of the military way. Its influ- 
ence is unlimited in scope. It may per- 
meate all society and become dominant 
over all industry and arts. Rejecting the 
scientific character of the military way, 
militarism displays the qualities of caste 
and cult, authority and belief.” 


On this premise Dr. Vagts builds his 
book. He traces the development from 
the fuedal warrior to the mass Army, the 
development of militarization of mass 





handling and navigation of yachts, to 
encourage the study of the seience of 
navigation, to cooperate with the agen- 
cies of the United States Government 
charged with the enforcement of the laws 
and regulations relating to navigation, 
and to stimulate interest in the activities 
which will tend to the upbuilding of our 
merchant marine, the United States 
Coast Guard and the United States 
Navy.” 

Bill to Establish Coast Guard Station 

Representative Caldwell, of Florida, 
has introduced a bill to establish a Coast 
Guard station at or near Panama City, 
on the Florida Coast. The bill was passed 
by the House on Feb, 21 

The Treasury Department has asked 
Congress to enact legislation for the re- 
lief of ten enlisted men of the Coast 
yuard who lost personal effects in a 
fire at the Coquille River Coast Guard 
station on Sept. 27, 1936.

introduced by Representative Izac, D. of

A bill to adjust the pay of enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the pay 
of the personnel of the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act, including the adjunct 
forces thereof, while on active list, or en- 


titled to active-duty pay, shall be as herein- 
after provided; and wherever in this Act rates 
of pay, increases of pay, or deductions from 


pay are fixed in terms, and without qualifica- 
tion, for ranks and grades pertaining to any 
service mentioned in the title of this Act, such 
rates shall be applicable equally to the en- 
listed personnel of the respective correspond- 
ing ranks or grades of the other services cov- 
ered herein, and also shall govern the pay of 
those persons serving other than as commis- 
sioned or warrant officers in any of the serv- 
lees covered in this Act. 

Sec. 2. That for purposes of pay enlisted 
men of the services mentioned in the title of 
this Act shall be distributed in seven grades, 
with monthly base rates of pay as follows: 
First grade, $150; second grade, $114; third 
grade, 90; fourth grade, $72; fifth grade, $57; 
sixth grade, $39; seventh grade, $30; Pro- 
vided, That enlisted men coming into the 
service for the first time shall, during a four- 
month training period, receive $25 per month. 
The head of the executive department shall 
fix the respective grade percentages of the 
total authorized enlisted men of the services 
Mentioned in the title of this Act as the

Sec. 8, Enlisted men of any of the services 
Mentioned in the title of this Act shall receive 
48 8 permanent addition to their pay, except 


money allowances on account of awards of 
medals or decorations authorized by Congress, 
an increase of 10 per centum of the base pay 
of their grade or rating upon completion of 
their first four years of service, and an addi- 
tional increase of 5 per centum for each year’s 
service thereafter, the total not to exceed 25 
per centum; all active service rendered here- 
tofore or hereafter in any rank, grade, rating, 
in any of the services mentioned in the title 
of this Act to be counted for the purpose 
of computing such increases of pay. 

Sec. 4. The monthly pay for specialists’ 
ratings in the Army and Marine Corps shall 
be as follows: First class, $51; second class, 
$36; third class, $28; fourth class, $21; fifth 
class, $15; sixth clase, $9. The head of the 
executive department shall fix the respective 
rate percentages of the total authorized en- 
listed men of the services mentioned in the 
title of this Act as the President may, from 
time to time, direct: Provided, That such 
shall not be less than as provided for in the 
National Defense Act, 

Sec. 5. Enlisted men of the Navy and Coast 
Guard, after their first year of service and 
during subsequent continuous-service en- 
listments, shall receive a cash allowance at 
the rate of $5 per month in lieu of clothing. 
Existing laws authorizing a clothing outfit on 
subsequent enlistment in the Navy and Coast 
Guard are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. Existing law authorizing and gov- 
erning the payment of additional pay to en- 
listed personnel of the services mentioned in 
the title of this Act for duty involving fly- 
ing, submarine, diving, and other kindred 
extra-hazardous duty shall remain in effect 
except that from and after the effective date 
of this Act additional pay or compensation 
shall be allowed only for the performance of 
such duties in times other than war, and that, 
instead of a percentage increase of pay, en- 





listed men shall be allowed and paid $30 a 
month for flying duty, submarine, diving, 
and any other kindred extra-hazardous duties, 
which sum shall be added to pay and included 
in the total amount to be allowed under exist- 
ing law as six months’ gratuity pay to de- 
pendents of enlisted men decreased in line 
of duty. 


Sec. 7. That all retired enlisted personnel, 
or personnel in an equivalent status, of any 
of the services mentioned in the title of this 
Act, of whatever rank, grade, office, or rating, 
including all such enlisted personnel retired 
or placed in an equivalent status prior to the 
effective date of this Act, shall have their 
retired pay or equivalent pay accruing after 
the effective date hereof, computed as now 
authorized by law, on the basis of pay pro- 
vided in this Act. All retired enlisted per- 
sonnel, or enlisted personnel in an equiva- 
lent status, of whatever rank, grade, or rat- 
ing, when on active duty shall receive full 
active-duty pay; and nothing contained in 
this Act shall be deemed to repeal the pro- 
visions of the Act of March 3, 1925 (43 Stat. 
1009; 10 U. 8. C. 328, 975), dealing with active 
duty of retired enlisted personnel, 

Sec. 8. That nothing contained in this Act 
shall operate to reduce the pay of any per- 
sonnel of whatever status and of whatever 
rank, grade, office, or rating of any of the 
services mentioned in the title of this Act 
below the pay or total pay and allowances to 
which they shall be entitled on the day next 
preceding the effective date of this Act. 

Sec. 9. That all laws and parts of laws 
which are inconsistent herewith or in con- 
flict herewith are hereby repealed to the ex- 
tent of such inconsistency or conflict only 
as of the effective date of this Act. 

Sec. 10. That this Act shall be known as 
the Joint Service Pay Act, and shall become 








effective on the Ist day of the calendar month 
following enactment of this Act by Congress. 





Navy Head Endorses Army Day 

Admiral William H. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, has just issued, in be- 
half of the officers of the Navy, the en- 
dorsement of Army Day. 

In his letter to Rear Adm, Reginald R. 
Belknap, USN-Ret., of New York, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Military Order 
of the World War—the organization that 
is annually sponsoring Army Day, the 
naval chieftain points out that it would 
“aid measurably to impress our citizens 
with the fact that the ultimate concern 
of the national defense of the United 
States is to protect the nation from 
wrongful attack and unjust aggression.” 

Admiral Leahy’s letter reads as fol- 
lows: 

“We pay tribute to our comrades of the 
military service and wish for them a success- 
ful celebration of Army Day. In any con- 
sideration of our national defense, it is keenly 
realized that the Army and Navy with a com- 
mon general mission serve the purpose of 
prevention and defense. 

“On behalf of the officers of the Navy, I 
extend to our brother officers of the Army the 
wish that Army Day will give added em pha- 
sis to the importance of the Military Estab- 
lishment and aid measurably to impress our 
citizens with the fact that the ultimate con- 
cern of the national defense of the United 
States is to protect the nation from wrongful 
attack and unjust aggression.

West Point, New York—Army’s basket. 
ball team ends its 1938 schedule today 
when it meets Navy at West Point in the 
fifteenth renewal of the service court 
series, Navy is leading in the series stand- 
ing at present, with 8 victories over 6 
for Army. With both teams represented 
largely by veterans of last year’s closely 
contested Navy victory, an exciting spec. 
tacular contest, with neither team a favo 
rite, is to be expected. 

Army has had one of its most success 
ful seasons this winter, losing only to 
Yale and Syracuse. Starting the season 
with a 28-26 victory over Princeton, the 
Cadets defeated Johns Hopkins, Lafay- 
ette, Williams, Brown, Amherst and the 
University of Pennsylvania, until their 
winning streak was stopped by Yale at 
New Haven. Army then regained its 
stride to defeat Georgetown and luke, 
only to succumb to the powerful Syracuse 
team, in a close game, ending 26-31.

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Navy Enlistment Standard Hiked 


The Navy Department this week an- 
nounced a policy of stricter entrance 
examinations for recruits for the Navy. 


In recent months, the Navy has at- 
tracted a large number of applicants for 
enlistment, largely due to the favorable 
impression of the Navy that has been evi- 
dent in the daily press. 

The Bureau of Navigation feels that 
since the Navy is able to attract a higher 
tspe of recruit than in the past, more 
rigid entrance examinations should be 
offered. The Navy Department also said 
that the increasing complexities of 
mechanization aboard vessels of the 
Navy has made necessary the enrollment 
of a more trained personnel. 

The Bureau of Navigation letter fol- 
lows: 

“pffective Feb. 8, the following prescribed 
tests will be given, as indicated: 

“At Recruiting Stations, all applicants for 
enlistment shall be given General Classifica- 
tion Test Form ‘A.’ Candidates who make a 
mark lower than 50 shall be considered in- 
eligible for enlistment. The complete test 
papers of candidates who are accepted for 
enlistment shall be mailed by the recruiting 
station to the training station to which the 
recruit is sent. 

“At Training Stations, General Classification 
Test Form ‘B’ or ‘C’ shall be given to every 
recruit as soon as practicable after arrival at 
the station. Any recruit making a mark of 
less than 50 on this test shall be given the 
General Classification Test Form ‘A.’ Should 
the recruit make less than 50 on General 
Classification Test Form ‘A,’ the station 
where the recruit was enlisted and the Bureau 
will be advised accordingly. 

“At some time during the 12-weeks training 
period all recruits shall be given a mechanical 
aptitude test, an arithmetic test, an English 
test and a spelling test. These tests will be 
approved by the Bureau, and the marks made 
on them will be used in the selection of re- 
eruits for service schools, 

“The test papers received by the training 
dations, from the recruiting stations, may be 
destroyed when they have served the purpose 
for which they were intended. 

“On Board Vessels. Candidates for service 
schools whose marks in the General Classi- 
feation Test or Arithmetic Test are lower 
than 50 may be given a reexamination in 
these tests at the discretion of the Command- 
lag Officer. A notation of the reexamination 
and mark made shall be entered in the service 
tecord. Necessary copies of these tests for 
texamination or for examination of any 
candidate whose service record does not con- 
tain marks in these tests entered on page 4-b 
by the training station, may be requested of 
the Bureau. 

“Marks made on the tests above referred 
, and on such additional tests as may be 
given, shall be entered on page 4-b of the 
wervice record in each individual case. 

“All Bureau of Navigation instructions con- 
ficting with the foregoing will be considered 
%§ automatically canceled upon the date of

Shortly after their marriage, a few 
months after they first met, the general 
and his bride moved here, living in a 
large house on Rhode Island Ave. and 
Seventeenth St., N. W., bought for them 
by Chicago citizens grateful for General 
Sheridan's work after the fire of 1872. 

The young girl who had been called the 
“pretty Miss Rucker” now was called the 
“lovely Mrs. Sheridan.” One of the most 
popular members of Washington society, 
her home often saw as many as 300 callers 
a day. The Sheridans had four children, 
three daughters and the son, who died in 
the war. All three, the Misses Mary, 
Irene and Louise, survive their mother. 

Since her husband's death in 1888, Mrs. 
Sheridan divided her time between her 
Washington home, where she lived with 
her three daughters, and a summer home 
in New England. 

Since the World War, she had not been 
active in Washington affairs. Earlier, 
however, she took an active part in sev- 
eral charities, in patriotic organizations 
and in Catholic societies.

Col. John R. R. Hannay, QMC, USA, 
died, Feb. 23, at Walter Reed General 
Hospital, Washington, D. C. 

Colonel Hannay, who had been sta- 
tioned at the Headquarters, 2nd Corps 
Area, Governors Island, N. Y., was born 
at Jackson Barracks, La., Jan. 13, 1875. 

Colonel Hannay was detailed to the 
Quartermaster Corps in July, 1907, and 
served in this branch of the service un- 
til August, 1917, when he was appointed 
to serve in the National Army as Lieuten- 
ant Colonel of Infantry. In May, 1918, 
he was promoted Colonel of Infantry, 
National Army, and served in this capac- 
ity to his honorable discharge March 
15, 1920, and return to the ranks of the 
regular army.

No improvement was apparent last 
month in the international economic out- 
look, according to the monthly survey of 
foreign conditions by The Annalist, made 
public Feb. 25. World industrial activity, 
even outside the United States, suffered a 
perceptible setback. International trade 
slackened further and commodity stocks 
again increased, Commodity prices, which 
had been steadier, weakened again, al- 
though they recovered somewhat this 
week, 

Reflecting the more obscure outlook, in- 
dustrial activity declined generally. 
World industrial production as a whole 
fell off sharply, according to The Annal- 
ist's index, which dropped to 96.7 per cent 
of the 1928 average (preliminary) in De- 
cember from 99.4 in November, 105.4 in 
October and 109.0 in September (Russia 
excluded). The decline was largely due 
to the very sharp contraction of activity 
in the United States, but even with this 
country excluded, the index fell to 117.8 
(preliminary) in December from 118.6 in 
November. 

“Commodity prices last month failed to 
support the more encouraging picture pre- 
vailing at the turn of the year,” The An- 
nalist notes. “Prices of primary com- 
modities, moreover, which had been fairly 
stable through December and the first 
half of January, have also resumed their 
decline. The commodity situation seems 
to depend largely on the United States, 
and until there is a definite turn in busi- 
ness conditions here, any real strengthen- 
ing of prices is probably not to be looked 
for. 

“International trade continued to de- 
cline, partly reflecting the lower prices at 
which the goods were moved, but also to 
a considerable extent a drop in the physi- 
cal volume of trade. The drop in prices 
is of course especially serious for the 
agricultural countries and less directly 
for the industrial countries for which 
they are markets. As a matter of fact, 
the agricultural and raw-material coun- 
tries have borne the setback surprisingly 
well so far. 

“Among recent developments may be 
mentioned further indications of a reac- 
tion in Great Britain (as .se@ll_as in. sey- 
eral of the smaller European nations), 
the British proposals for resuming for- 
eign lending and the arrival in the United 
States of the British delegation for nego- 
tiating the proposed reciprocal trade 
treaty. In France the present govern- 
ment was making progress slowly toward 
financial and fiseal reforms, increased 
productivity and better labor relations. 
In Japan both the national debt and the 
national budget reached new high rec- 
ords, while the prospects grew for more 
stringent exchange control and more com- 
plete national “mobilization” of industry.

Admiral Land Named Chairman 


Rear Adm. Emory 8. Land, USN-Ret., 
was this week appointed to the chair- 
munship of the United States Maritime 
Commission, vacated by Mr. Joseph P. 
Kennedy, who was named ambassador to 
England, 

The resignation of Mr. Kennedy, and 
the appointment of Admiral Land, left 
one place vacant on the Maritime Com- 
mission. Mr. Max O’Rell Truitt was 
named to fill the vacancy. 

Admiral Land was born in Canon City, 
Col., Jan. 9, 1879 and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy from Wyoming in 
September 1898. 

After receiving his commission as Pn- 
sign, USN, he completed the postgraduate 
course in naval architecture at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. In 1904, 
he was uppointed Assistant Naval Con- 
structor with the rank of Lieutenant 
(junior grade) ; was commissioned Naval 
Constructor with the rank of Lieutenant 
in 1912; promoted to Lt. Commander, 
Construction Corps, August 29, 1916; to 
Commander, Construction Corps, January 
1, 1921; and Captain in 1923. 

During the World War, he was on duty 
in the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, Navy Department, and was awarded 
the Navy Cross with the citation: 

“Por distinguished service in the line 
of his profession in connection with the 
design and construction of submarines 
und for work in the War Zone.” 

In 1919, Rear Admiral Land served 
with the Allied Naval Armistice Com- 
mission, and in 1920, was appointed as 
Assistant Naval Attache at the American 
Embassy, London, England. 

Returning to the Navy Department in 
1921, Rear Admiral Land was on duty 
in the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and later transferred to the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, qualified as a Naval 
Aviation Observer. He was appointed a 
member of the Army and Navy Helium 
Board in April 1923, and in November of 
that year was appointed a member of the 
Postgraduate Council of the Naval Acad- 
emy. 

On August 16, 1926, was appointed As- 
sistant Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, and served in that capacity until 
September 1928, when he was granted 
lenve for duty in connection with the 
Dantel Guggenheim Fund for the pro- 
motion of Aeronautics, where he was ap- 
pointed Vice President and Treasurer. 

At this time he qualified for a Pilot’s 
license from the Department of Com- 
merce, 

From March to September 1930 he was 
on duty as Aide on the Staff, with addi- 
tional duty as Fleet Constructor, U.S. 
leet. October 1930 he reported for duty 
in the Office of Naval Operations, Navy 
Department. In October 1982 he was as- 
assigned to duty as Acting Chief Con- 
structor of the Navy and Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair and 
received his appointment as Chief Con- 
structor of the Navy and Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair for 
a period of four years on March 15, 1933. 

Admiral Land has received the Spanish 
Campaign Badge, the decoration of Hon- 
orary Commander of the Military Order 
of the British Empire (1922), and a 
special letter of commendation by the 
Chairman of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics (1929).

Helping boys and girls to get an educa- 
tion which will enable them to become 
self sustaining is another type of aid ex- 
tended by this organiaztion and there are 
several children of men who have re- 
signed from the Service prior to their 
deaths who are being helped toward 


economic independence. 

The Memorial Aid desires the support 
of all persons interested in the Service 
Their available funds are small.

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Approve Enlisted Reserve Bill 


Approving a revised bill drafted by a 
special subcommittee, the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee this week re- 
ported legislation to reestablish the 
Regular Army Reserve. 

The new draft makes no changes of 
importance in the War Department’s 
proposal and has the approval of Army 
officials. Principal alterations limit per- 
sons who may be enrolled in the Reserve 
to honorably discharged Regular Army 
enlisted men—a feature written into the 
pill when it was reported by the House 
Military Affairs Committee last week— 
and new language which describes the 
money to be paid to men enrolled as an 
“enlistment allowance” instead of pay. 
Other changes made were merely clarified 
to assure that the interpretation of the 
measure is in accord with the intentions 
of the Department and the committee. 

The plan contemplated under the bill 
would build up a reserve of trained men 
to be used to fill out complements of 
Regular Army units on M-day. Enlisted 
men under the age of 36 years would be 
offered enlistment in the Reserve when 
discharged. They would be paid $24 a 
year for simply keeping the War Depart- 
ment informed of their address and hold- 
ing themselves available for call in an 
emergency. If called into active service 
they would receive transportation and 
subsistence allowance from their homes 
plus a bonus ranging from $3 to $150 a 
month. The similar House bill is now 
awaiting action on the House calendar. 

The text of the revised Senate bill fol- 
lows : 

A bill to amend the National Defense Act 
of June 3, 1916, as amended, by reestablish- 
ing the Regular Army Reserve, and for other 
purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 
% of the National Defense Act of June 3, 
1916, as amended, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the same and in- 
serting the following in lieu thereof: 

“Sec. 30. The Regular Army Reserve. 
Under such regulations as the President may 
prescribe there shall be organized and main- 
tained as a part of the Regular Army and in 
addition to the authorized strength thereof 
otherwise provided a Regular Army Reserve. 
Any person who has served in the Regular 
Army and who has been honorably dis- 
charged therefrom, and who is less than 
thirty-six years of age may, under regu- 
lations prescribed by the President, be re 
enlisted in the Regular Army Reserve. Each 
soldier thus reenlisted shall be entitled to 
receive, during each year of his service in the 
Regular Army Reserve, an enlistment allow- 
ance of $24 per annum payable in installments 
under such regulations and conditions as the 
President may prescribe. Service in the Regu 
lar Army Reserve not on active duty shall 
confer no right to pay, longevity pay, retire- 
ment or retired pay, or any other emolu 
ments upon members thereof except as pro- 
vided in this section; and member of the 
Regular Army Reserve shall become entitled 
fo pensions only due to disability incurred 
while on active duty in the service of the 
United States. Active duty for such purposes 
shall be deemed to begin on the date of accep- 
tance for such duty following compliance 
with the order to report for active duty and 
shall terminate when relieved or discharged 
from such duty. Members of the Regular 
Army Reserve may be ordered to active duty 
only in case of emergency declared by the 
President and when so ordered shall be fur- 
tished transportation and subsistence allow- 
ances at Government expense from their 
homes within the continental limits of the 
United States or its possessions to points 
where ordered to report for active duty. In 
addition, if found qualified and accepted for 
active duty following such order they shall 
teeive a sum at the rate of $3 per month 
for each month they have been enlisted in 
the Regular Army Reserve but not to exceed 
$150. While on active duty they shall have 
the same status and receive only the same 
bay and allowance provided by law for en- 
listed men of the active Regular Army of 
like grade and length of service. In com- 
puting length of service for pay purposes, 
time spent on active duty only will be 
counted. Within six months after the termi- 
nation of an emergency declared by the Presi- 
dent, they shall be placed in an inactive status 
© discharged, whichever is appropriate. 

"Members of the Regular Army Reserve 
shall be subject to military law only from 
the date they are required to obey an order 
‘© report for active duty.” 
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Naval Construction Program 

Concluding four weeks of hearings, the 
House Naval Affairs Committee will vote 
next week to send the billion dollar naval 
expansion bill to the floor of the House. 

Rear Adm. Arthur B. Cook, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, the last 
scheduled witness on the measure, is ex- 
pected to finish his testimony today. Op- 
ponents of the bill want to call several 
aircraft manufacturers in an effort to 
show that battleships are extremely 
vulnerable to air attack and if successful 
the hearings may run over until the first 
of next week. In any event, the com- 
mittee will go into executive session some 
time next week to consider the various 
amendments which have been put for- 
ward and vote on the bill itself. 

Principal among the amendments to be 
considered are Admiral Leahy’s proposal 
for ten additional auxiliary ships cost- 
ing from $53,000,000 to $72,000,000; Ad- 
miral DuBose’s request for authorization 
to provide additional building ways, tools, 
and other facilities at ship yards_to per- 
mit the contemplated building program 
to be carried out expeditiously ; Chairman 
Vinson’s proposed declaration of naval 
policy; Representative Kniffin’s amend- 
ment limiting “hostile naval operations” 
of the Fleet to American waters; an 
amendment sponsored by West Coast 
members to allocate one-third of the ships 
in the program to Pacific coast ship yards ; 
an increase in the officer strength of the 
Marine Corps to be offered by Representa- 
tive Maas; and broadening of the experi- 
mentation section to include aireraft as 
well as small vessels. 

The bill will be reported with not more 
than four or five dissenting votes, and 
should go through the House with a large 
majority. An indication of the sentiment 
in the House and especially the change 
since the recent developments in Europe, 
was given Thursday the day set aside for 
members of the House who opposed the 
bill to testify against it. Only three Con- 
gressmen were on hand, although eight 
or ten had been scheduled. When their 
names were called from the list of those 
scheduled, the leader of the Tlouse bloc 
opposing the bill, Representative Luckey, 
stated that this one was out of the city, 
another was sick, another phoned he was 
busy with another committee, ete. 

Rear Adm. William G. DuBose, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
took the witness stand, Monday. He was 
questioned by members as to his proposed 
amendment to authorize the expansion of 
shipbuilding facilities which he declared 
to be necessary if the contemplated pro- 
gram is to be carried out expeditiously. 
The language he proposes, he said, is 
broad enough to permit the Government 
to finance construction of additional 
facilities for private yards, “if Congress 
sees fit to do so.” He said that provision 
for providing additional ways, equip- 
ment and tools, could be allowed by per- 
mitting the companies to provide for 
them in bids submitted on the ships or by 
other means. Without expansion of the 
yards, he declared, the building program 
would be considerably delayed. 

Representative Vinson, chairman of the 
committee, suggested that the amendment 
proposed by Admiral DuBose should be 
confined only to navy yards. Asked as to 
the cost of the navy yard facilities which 
must be provided, the Chief Constructor 
said that a study of the various yards is 
now being made, and that the best esti- 
mate he could now give the committee is 
that from two to six or eight million 
dollars would be needed for all the yards 
to be expanded. It is not intended, how- 
ever, he said, to equip all of the yards to 
build all types of craft and all yards may 
not therefore be enlarged. 

“I do not want to give the committee 
the impression that there is a woeful lack 
of facilities at the yards,” he added. “We 
know, however, that they are not adequate 
and that some additions will be necessary. 
We merely want the authority in this bill 
so that there will be no delay in carrying 
forward the building program.” 

Questioned as to expansion of shore 
facilities which may be required by the 
recommended Fleet increase, Admiral Du- 
Bose said that no additional land at exist- 
ing stations or new sites will be needed as 
the direct result of the bill. He pointed 
out that several measures are now before 





Congress for additional shore stations 
which were needed before the new pro- 
gram was advanced. Asked about an 
Alaskan base, he said that “the need for it 
was not affected by the bill.” Chairman 
Vinson declared that “this line of ques- 
tioning” was extremely important and 
that the committee would take up the 
matter in executive session 

Members from coast states questioned 
the Chief Constructor at length as to the 
availability of battleship building ways 
at the various yards. The New York, 
Norfolk, and Philadelphia Navy Yards 
and the private yards at Fore River, 
Mass., Camden, N. J. and Newport News, 
Va., can build capital ships and maintain 
an orderly replacement program, he 
stated. While it would be possible, with 
some additional facilities, to construct 
a battleship at the Bremerton and Mare 
Island Navy Yards, Admiral DuBose said 
he would not recommend construction of 
one at either because of the need for re- 
pairing existing vessels at the West Coast 
yards. He got into something of a con- 
troversy with Representative McGrath, 
I). of Calif., as to the suitability of Mare 
Island for the purpose, in view of the 
narrow channel there, when the Congress- 
man cited the fact that the 43,200 ton 
Montana was laid down there just after 
the war. 

This discussion brought forth the reve- 
lation that the 35,000 ton battleships now 
building will be larger than the Montana 
class scrapped after the Washington Arms 
Conference. Admiral DuBose explained 
that the tonnage definition now in effect 
does not include fuel, stores or water. 
The old North Carolina, he said, was 650 
feet long and 104 feet beam, whereas the 
new North Carolina, listed as 8,000 tons 
less because of the different weight 
standard, will be 714 feet long and 108 
feet across. 

Representative Bates, R. of Mass., 
questioned Admiral DuBose at some 
length as to the reason for the nearly 
three fold increase in the cost of battle- 
ships in the past 15 years. The Admiral 
said that all shipbuilding costs had 
arisen, in the case of destroyers, three or 
four times. Labor costs have mounted 
ubout 50 per cent, he stated, steel costs 
only slightly but the cost of machinery 
and special equipment have gone up 
tremendously. 

“We are building ships entirely differ- 
ent these days,” he declared. “You get 
more for your money. They are much 
more complex, carry more military fea- 
tures, such as provision against air at- 
tack, and expensive fire-control appara- 
tus.” 

Answering questions from West Coast 
Congressmen, Admiral DuBose said that 
“the crying need on the Pacific Coast to- 
day is the lack of dry docks and machine 
tools.” “There are not enough dry docks 
for routine peace-time overhaul, much 
less in an emergency,” he added. 

Replying to Representative Scott, D. of 
Calif., the Chief Constructor said that if 
a battleship were damaged so that its 
draft were lowered 8 to 12 feet to say a 
draft of 45 feet, it could not be repaired 
on the West Coast without considerable 
delay to lighten and raise it. 

On the witness stand again Wednesday, 
Admiral DuBose presented estimates as 
to the cost of building a separate fleet 
for defense of the Atlantic Coast, which 
the committee had requested earlier, Stat- 
ing that he had conferred with Admiral 
Leahy and other naval officials, the Chief 
Constructor said that 166 additional com- 
batant ships and 53 more auxiliaries 
would be required for such a Fleet. 
Twelve battleships, six aircraft carriers, 
17 heavy cruisers, 18 light cruisers, 77 
destroyers, and 36 submarines would be 
required at a cost of $3,200,000,000, The 
auxiliaries for such a fleet would cost 
$400,000,000, and the whole force would 
take 10 years to build, he testified. 

Representative Vinson, has proposed an 
amendment setting forth as the naval 
policy of the United States, that a Navy 
strong enough to defend both coasts at the 
same time should be maintained, told 
reporters that neither the Administration 
or the Navy was giving consideration to 
building a separate Atlantic Fleet. 

“If we can maintain the 5-5-3 ratio,” 
he said, “we can defend both coasts 
against one power.” 





Representative Brewster, R. of Me., 
questioned Admiral DuBose as to the 
need of long cruising radius for American 
ships, and was told that because of our 
lack of bases, our need in this respect 
is greater than Great Britain. He steted 
that the old problem of balancing the 
factors of cruising radius, speed, armor 
and armor plate in building a vessel of 
limited tonnage did not exist today as to 
the former. As the weight of fuel does 
not count in the 35,000 ton battleships 
limitation now, the question of fuel capa- 
city must be considered in this connection 
only as to making sufficient space avail- 
able. 

Questioned as the suggestion of the 
Maritime Commission that the Navy 
might be asked to build ships for the 
merchant marine, Admiral DuBose said 
that he did not want to mix “high grade 
Navy work and low grade commercial 
work” in navy yards. “We want nothing 
in our navy yards but naval vessels” he 
added. 

The Navy builds all of its guns in Govy- 
ernment factories, Admiral DuBose said, 
because there are no commercial facill- 
ties in the United States for manufactur- 
ing large guns. However, he added, new 
language in the pending 1989 naval ap 
propriation bill, will permit the Bureau of 
Ordnance to go out and buy “certain 
ordnance material.” In reply to another 
question, he stated that the new battle- 
ships will carry about 2,000 officers and 
men each, an increase from about 1,100 
to 1,200 for existing capital ships. 

On Thursday, Representatives Sau- 
thoff, Prog. of Wisc., Kopplemann, D. of 
Conn., and O'Malley, D. of Wise. were the 
only Congressmen appearing in oppost- 
tion to the bill. Congressman Sauthoff 
declared that Congress should lay down 
a national policy before passing the bill. 
During his testimony Representative 
Phillips, D. of Conn., a member of the 
committee in and said that he had just 
returned from Connecticut, where he 
found his constituents united for the bill, 
and “resentful of the time fritted away 
by opponents on inconsequential testi- 
mony.” This aroused the opponents on 
the bill and Representative Saunthoff, in 
the witness chair, declared that Connecti- 
cut was the “seat of the munitions tn- 
dustry.” Representative Kopplemann, 
who followed, denied that sentiment tn 
Connecticut was in favor of the bill, de- 
claring that his information was that the 
State was overwhelmingly against it. He 
suggested that the United States follow 
the example of Holland and the Scandi- 
navian countries, “which are not increas- 
ing their navies and are getting along 
fine.” 

Representative O'Malley accused War 
and Navy officials with “negligence” for

Naval Construction Program 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
shelters if we are lacking defenses. He 
said that he would be willing for Japan 
to have a larger navy than ours if we 
had a strong air force. Representative 
Maas challenged a statement made by 
him that “many retired Army and Navy 
officers that he knew of are employed by 
big corporations who would profit by war, 
and that they influence the War and Navy 
Departments by their contacts,” and he 
hedged on the statement saying that he 
meant that “it would be interesting to 

find out as to such connections.” 

Representative Welch of Calif., con- 
cluded the hearing Thursday with a plea 
for allocation of one third of the vessels 
to be built under the bill, on the West 
Coast. 

An opposition witness to the bill last 
Friday and again briefly on Saturday was 
Lester P. Barlow, an inventor of aerial 
bombs, who declared that battleships 
would soon become obsolete as the result 
of a new “aerial mine” which he said he 
will soon bring forward. Mr. Barlow, 
who recently won a $600,000 suit against 
the War Department for use of his aerial 
bomb patents, wants the Government to 
advance him $15,000 from this sum for 
development of his idea. Denouncing the 
War and Navy Departments for “steal- 
ing” inventions of civil experts, he asked 
that a civilian board be appointed by 
Congress to pass on his invention. He 
proposed that this board be composed of 
Senator Lynn Frazier, a National De- 
fense opponent, Col. BE. J. W. Ragsdale, 
USA-Ret., and Glenn L. Martin of the air- 
craft company. The “vile attempts” of 
the Navy Department to discredit civil 
inventors “is the most serious menace to 
the National Defense” today, he declared, 
and added that a “great scandal” would 
result if the matter were ever opened up. 

Chairman Vinson called upon the Navy 
Department for a report as to Mr. Barlow 
and his “aerial mine” and the Judge Ad- 
vocate General, Rear Adm. Gilbert J. 
Rowcliff submitted a memorandum to the 
committee. In it, it was stated that Mr. 
Barlow hus never attempted to interest 
the Navy Department in his invention, 
and that “up to the present time they 
seem to be merely ideas.” With reference 
to his judgment for $600,000, Admiral 
Rowcliff said that he must submit an ac- 
counting in order to be paid and “in my 
opinion, it is doubtful that he will do so.” 
Colonel Ragsdale, it was stated, is an 
associate of Mr. Barlow. 

As the result of the incident, several 
members of the committee are insisting 
that Glenn Martin and other aircraft 
manufacturers be called for testimony as 
to the “aerial mines” and as to the vul- 
nerability of ships to aircraft.

pendents will have at least $57.50 a month 
for twenty years, providing we have a 
ten thousand dollar policy. Why should 
we be limited to this amount, and why 
can not an officer or enlisted man be 
given the privilege of carrying double 
or even triple this amount of Govern- 
ment Insurance if he cares to? The gov- 
ernment urges officers and enlisted men 
to avail themselves of this insurance, so it 
is assumed an authorized increase in the 
amount to those who care to take it would 
only be equivalent to an increased num- 
ber of individuals carrying the present 
limited policy. In fact the government is 
quite liberal as to membership and ex- 
tends the privilege to the Reserve and 
National Guard, 

A young man coming into the service 
for a career can at the age of 44 years 
or younger have completed his payments 
on a 20 year payment or endowment. 
He still has time (20 years) to take out 
another policy and is perhaps better 
able financially to do so than at the 
time of his original policy. In fact many 
of us were about that age when we con- 
verted our policies after the war. 

We who are approachnig the retire- 
ment age, have of course no personal in- 
terest in this as we are too old to start 
another policy, but can see the wisdom 
and advantages of such a protection to 
our dependents and only wish we could 
have had the advantages of such when 
we entered the service years ago. Espe- 
cially can we now see this, when after 
years of saving many of us see our in- 
vestments that appeared safe when made, 
now worthless. So it is easily possible for 
any officer to carry in his career double 
or possibly triple this insurance thereby 
leaving his dependents $115.00 or $172.00 
per month for twenty years after his 
death. Why not revise the present War 
Risk Insurance laws and give us this 
privilege for the good of the Service.

V-4 Naval Reserve 


The Bureau of Navigation has an- 
nounced that, “The Bureau desires to 
obtain as many enlistments as possible in 
class V-4 of the Naval Reserve.” 

Commanding officers are requested to 
make every effort to enlist in the V-4 class 
of the Naval Reserve such men as have 
completed their enlistment in the regular 
Navy and who do not wish to reenlist. 

Concerning the V-4 class of Naval Re- 
servists, the Buresu of Navigation says, 
“Enlistment in class V-4 of the Reserve 
will insure continuous service status in 
the Reserve, afford ready entry into other 
classes of the Reserve and incurr mini 
mum obligation, which is willingness to 
serve in the Navy in time of war or ua- 
tional emergency.” 

The Bureau also stated, “The names, 
rates, and addresses of men failing either 
to reenlist in the Navy or enlist in the 
Reserve shall be forwarded to the district 
commandant concerned, It is desired that 
commandants contact such men and en 
deavor to enlist them in Class V-4 of the 
Reserve.” 








Naval Reserve 


The Navy Department has announced 
Naval 


that officers of the Navy and 
Reserve attached to Headquarters of 
Naval Districts and the Navy Yard. 


Washington, for duty in connection with 
the administration of the Naval Reserve, 
or assigned duties as instructors of Naval 
Reserves, may be appointed by the com- 
mandants as Naval Reserve Recruiting 
Officers. 

In connection with the new regulation, 
the Navy Department said: 

“It is desirable, in order to facilitate ad 
ministration, especially in) some connection 
with the appointment of officers in the Mer 
chant Marine Naval Reserve, that officers at 
District Headquarters assigned duties in con- 
nection with the Naval Reserve, and also 
Naval Reserve instructors, be authorized to 
administer oaths. This change will give Com 
mandant authority to designate such officers 
as he desires to administer oaths, without 
specific authority having to be obtained from 
the Secretary of the Navy in each case of an 
officer below the rank of Commander.” 

The Navy Department has also issued 
regulations permitting officers designated 
by the Bureau of Navigation and the 
Commandants of Naval Districts at the 
direction of the Bureau of Navigation, 
to issue orders to Naval Reservists in the 
event of mobilization. 

The reason for this order is given by 
the Navy Department as follows: 

“This change is considered necessary in 
order that Commandants of Districts and 
other designated officers may issue orders to 
Naval Reserve Officers and men on mobiliza 
tion under general instructions of the Bureau 
and in order that there may be no question 
as to the competency of these orders for pay 
purposes or otherwise.” 





Crane Ship to East Coast 


The Navy Department announced that 
the Crane Ship No. 1, will be towed from 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard, to the east 
coast for use in the construction of the 
new battleships North Carolina and 
Washington. The Sirius, Capt. Robert B. 
Carney, USN, commanding, will tow the 
crane ship, sailing from Puget Sound 
Navy Yard on May 18, transiting the 
Panama Canal about the middle of June, 
and arriving at New York on July 7. 

The crane ship which has a revolving 
crane of 250 tons capacity will be as- 
signed to the Navy yards building battle- 
ships to handle weights beyond the capa- 
city of regular facilities. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy 
for seven officers, (one a medical officer) 
and eighty-five enlisted men to prepare 
the crane ship for towing and to make 
the voyage to the east coast.

Section I, Circular No. 47, War De 
partment, 1987, has been rescinded and 
the following substituted therefor : 


Pending the printing of changes in 
AR 615-40, June 10, 1935, paragraph 5 
of those regulations is changed as fol 
lows: 

Dh. Clothing for men going to and returning 
from tropical service.a. An enlisted man 
departing from the tropies for discharge dur 
ing the months of October to April, inclusive, 
or during the remainder of the year when his 
service will require the wearing of woolen 
uniform clothing prior to date of discharge 
from his current enlistment will be issued one 
pair of woolen breeches, one woolen coat, and 
one woolen overcoat, provided these articles 
are not already in his possession. Similar 
issue may be made to an enlisted man re 
turning from the tropics for short periods 
under circumstances that will require his re 
turn to the tropics, e. e, furlough in non 
tropical countries, in which case the clothing 
so issued will be turned in upon the soldier's
